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PORK CHOPS AND APPLES FOR DINNER 


There Are Many Delicious Ways to Combine Them, Says 
Home Economist 


Pork ch o p s and a p p les are an old, 
old com bination, but a favored one, 
just the sam e. T he tart flavor of the 
a p p les se e m s to e n h a n ce the rich, de­ 
licio u s flavor of the ch o p s and m akes 
the w h ole m eal just right. 
In ord er that pork ch o p s and ap p les 
m ay m ake a real m enu standby, it is 
n e c e s s a r y that there be variety in the 
w a y these tw o favorite food s a re pre 
pared. 
A ccording to Inez S. W ilson, 
hom e econ om ist, tiiere a re m any w ays 
to com bine them. 
For in sta n ce, the 
pork chops m ay be stuffed, and served 
w ith apple qu arters w h ic h h a v e l>een 
brow ned in the pork ch o p drippings, j p r a n jcjjn 
Or the pork chops m ay be cooked en 
c a sse ro le w ith ap p les and sw eet p o­ 
tatoes. H ere are s u g g e s tio n s for p re­ 
paring and servin g th ese tw o foods 
together.

Staffed Fork ( hops with Apples 
I 
6 double pork ch o p s 
I cup bread cru m b s 
I cup corn pulp 
1 teaspoon pow dered celery leaves

H a v e pork chops cut thick, and a

Add a little hot w ater, cover the 
c h o p s tightly, and cook slo w ly until 
done, about one hour. Pork chops a l ­ 
w a y s should 
I Fe cooked slo w ly until 
th o ro u g h ly done in order to bring out 
th e rich, d eliciou s flavor. 
W h en the chops are done rem ove 
them to a hot platter and k eep warm. 
W ith part of 
the 
dripp in gs, brown 
and cook apple section s, and w ith the 
rest, m ake a rich brown gravy. 
In stead of u sin g a p p les as a garnish 
an d a c co m p a n im en t for pork chops, 
you 
m ay 
w a n t 
to 
u se 
an 
apple 
stuffing.

Dr. F. Sehmidt-Degener, director 
of the museum, setting a value of 
$560,000 on the entire group, more 
than half of which would be ac­ 
counted for by the 18 by 16 Va inch

lifetime 
gave a number of his works to his 
baker to pay for his fam ily’s 
bread. 
The other five pictures to be 
loaned by the Rijksmuseum arc 
the “ View of Haarlem ” by Ruys- 
dael, the “ Woman Spinning” by 
Nicolaes Maes, the "Woman S e ll­ 
ing Fish” by Ostade, the “ Interior, 
Linen Cupboard” by de Hoogh 
and the “County Courtships” by 
Buytewech. 
A number of Rem­ 
brandts and other masterpieces
